EVEN BEFORE INAUGURATION DAY it became clear 
that the Kennedy Administration is going to keep 
things that will greatly affect the motor carrier in- 
dustry well stirred up. It’s too early, of course, to 
say whether these various pre-inauguration task- 
force reports and recommendations will be trans- 
lated into action. And, if they are, whether the net 
result will be a benefit or a detriment to the in- 
dustry. But one thing is sure: Over the next year— 
and possibly more—Washington is going to bear 
close watching for both executive and legislative 
moves affecting truckers. 


During Eisenhower's administration there were 
two major reports and several minor ones calling 
for a Cabinet-level post to coordinate a new na- 
tional transportation policy. Each time there were 
charges and counter-charges as to whether these 
proposals represented an attempted coup by the 
railroads to capture control of national transporta- 
tion policy for their private benefit. Regardless of 
the merits of those charges, the fact is that each 
time the recommendations have been allowed to 
die; and there has been no substantial change in 
transportation policy in the last eight years. 


Kennedy will be more likely to act. There's 
every indication he will try to make his reputation 
—fast—by producing a record of action. There’s 
little doubt that he’s sympathetic to the views of his 
coterie of private advisors (“all of Harvard and 
half of M.I.T.,” according to Washington wags) 
calling for drastic reorganization of executive and 
regulatory functions. And a Democratic majority 
in Congress that has faced the threat of Republican 
vetoes for six years appears ready to give him just 
about anything he asks, and very probably it will 
initiate some action on its own. 


At the executive end of Pennsylvania Avenue, 
the first indication of possible directions came in 
the Landis report. As noted in “Industry Trends” 
last month, Dean Landis proposed a “White House 
coordinator” for all functions and agencies dealing 


with transportation. He also asked for a drastic 
overhaul of the regulatory agencies, with particular 
attention given to ICC. This initial “task force” 
report was rather general; but President Kennedy 
has since retained Landis to formulate specific 
plans and policies to effectuate his recommenda- 
tions. 

Several other “task force” reports have also at 
least brushed elbows with the question of a re- 
alignment of transportation policy, and “improve- 
ment” in one form or another of the operation of 
the quasi-judicial regulatory bodies, such as ICC. 


At the legislative end, several Congressmen 
(most notably, Sens. Mansfield and Magnusen) 
have been doing a lot of talking and “proposing” 
on their own. But the big news is in the form of 
the so-called Doyle Report, by the Transportation 
Study Group of the Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee. This 3-volume study has not 
yet been printed as a public document, but those 
who have seen it tell us they’re inclined to agree 
with the Wall Street Journal that it proposes “the 
most sweeping overhaul of transport regulation 
machinery since Uncle Sam started regulating rail- 
roads in 1887.” For the first time in any major 
government report, considerable emphasis is placed 
on the role of the private trucker, and the implica- 
tions of the rapid growth of private carriage on 
national transportation policy. 

The Doyle Report also takes into consideration 
possible taxation policies and size-weight limita- 
tions that might stem from the findings of the 
\ASHO tests. (A preliminary AASHO report just 
issued contains a lot of interesting history, but 
gives no hint of substantive findings.) The Doyle 
Report stops only a whisker short of a flat recom- 
mendation for a single Federal size-weight stand- 
ard based on AASHO results, thus effectively super- 
seding higher limits that might be set by states. 


Keeping posted on developments in Washing- 
ton is going to be a formidable task. Fortunately, 
FLEET OWNER can call on the resources of McGraw- 
Hill’s staff of 22 seasoned, full-time reporters in 
Washington.

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INDUSTRY TRENDS 











“Endorsement of general principles of compulsory arbitration” was announced 
by John V. Lawrence, ATA Managing Director, January 31. Action came as 
response to a resolution referred to ATA by Wisconsin Motor Carriers Assn. 
and its state trucking affiliates. ATA is now considering how to implement the 
principles of the Wisconsin proposal. 


issues and decisions building up in Washington will have major impact on trans- 
portation. Important changes are likely; here’s a rundown of new officials who'll 
have most to say about them: 

e Clarence Daniel Martin, Jr., undersecretary of commerce for transportation, 
will be Kennedy’s chief adviser on general transportation policy and overseer 
of the Bureau of Public Roads. He got the job largely on the basis of political 
considerations. He’s a business man, auto dealer, real estate developer, farm 
manager and investor—with no background in transportation. He admits he 
has much to learn, but brings to his new job the experience of an expert admin- 
istrator and the ability to view objectively truck-rail and other transportation 
conflicts. 

e Douglas Dillon, treasury secretary. One of two Republicans in the Ken- 
nedy cabinet, a former New York investment banker, Dillon was undersecretary 
of state for economic affairs in the Eisenhower administration, served Eisen- 
hower well as a trouble shooter in world financial crises. Will be a major voice 
in helping formulate Kennedy administration policy on any new taxes that 
might be imposed on truckers and on changes in the federal tax on motor fuels. 

e Rex M. Whitton, administrator of the Bureau of Public Roads, who super- 
vises the government’s vast highway building program. Served as Missouri's 
highway chief for nine years, worked with that State’s highway department for 
40 years. His appointment has been widely applauded. 

e James M. Landis, special assistant to the President on regulatory agencies. 
Member of three such agencies in previous Democratic administrations and a 
former dean of the Harvard Law School, he is drawing up a legislative program 
aimed at improving efficiency of the regulatory commissions, with special focus 
on transportation agencies. 

e John W. Bush, former director of the Ohio Department of Commerce, and 
William Tucker, counsel and secretary of Trailways of New England, Inc. Both 
Democrats, their appointments give Kennedy a 6-5 majority on ICC. Tucker 
fills a vacancy existing since last March, and Bush fills the spot held by Republi- 
can John Winchell whose term expired Dec. 31. Bush, who also served as Ohio 


state purchasing agent, is a freight rate expert. Tucker has frequently practiced 
as an attorney before ICC.

High-priority transportation decisions confronting Kennedy’s administration 
concern future financing of the 41,000-mile, $41-billion Interstate Highway 


System. Involved is the tax rate on gasoline, oil and diesel fuel; excise tax on

new trucks, parts and accessories, and gross-weight tax on heavy-duty trucks 
exceeding 26,000 lb. These and other taxes now go into a special trust fund for 
the road program. 

The tax trust fund is inadequate if the highway system is to be finished by 
1972 as scheduled. Congress must decide whether to stretch the program out or 
come up with an extra $10-billion tax slice needed to complete it on time. The 
problem is complicated by the fact that the fourth penny of the federal gas tax 
expires June 30. 

Bureau of Public Roads has sent Congress a controversial research report 
which probably will bulk large in the lawmakers’ deliberations. The agency said 
its studies show heavy-duty trucks and truck-trailer combinations should be pay- 
ing “considerably more” toward highway costs. ATA blasts this as a case of 
jumping to conclusions. What irks ATA is that the Bureau made its report with- 
out having in hand results from the important series of road tests in Illinois 
which ended in November. These were designed to show what effect trucks of 
various sizes and weights have on varying types of highway design and pave- 
ment. 

ATA is confident the test results, which will not be fully analyzed until mid- 
summer, will show less truck damage to highways than previously suspected by 
some. In fact, ATA is urging highway officials to adopt new axle load limits of 
24,000 lb for single and 40,000 ib for tandem axles on roads built to standards 
of the Interstate System. 


Kennedy's position on truck taxes—whether they should be increased—has not 
yet been decided. But he’s expected to recommend that non-users foot a greater 
part of the highway bill. There’s a strong possibility he will also urge Congress 
to continue the extra penny of gas tax beyond its scheduled expiration date. 
Kennedy wants to see the system completed on time provided it can be done 
without imposing too heavy a burden of new taxes. 


TRUCKING ... 


Optimism in the auto capital exists despite Detroit layoffs and obvious business 
slowdowns. Prof. J. Philip Wernette, University of Michigan School of Busi- 
ness Administration, thinks business may already have started to recover from 
the slump. He points to electric power index for the U.S. which in the last few 
weeks turned up slightly; he affirms this to be one of the earliest economic 
indicators. 


Byron J. Nichols, general manager of Dodge, goes on record as saying truck 
sales in 196] should exceed 1960 sales. Nichols bases his optimism on the fact 
that about half the 11-million trucks now on the road are at least eight years 
old. This, apparently, indicates a big market for new trucks to replace the old, 
coincident with an expanding general truck market. Industry-wide, reports 
indicate manufacturers hope to build about 273,000 trucks the first quarter of 
1961. This is about 28% lower than the first quarter of 1960, but it’s about 
9% above the last quarter of last year. 


Colorado truckers fight ton-mile tax in new state legislature. Spearheading the 
drive, Colorado Motor Carriers Assn. contends a small percentage of truckers 
—mostly long-distance haulers—pay more than their share of costs of Colorado 
highways. The present ton-mile tax costs truckers—with empty vehicle weight 
over 4500 Ib—$17.50 registration fee, .8 mill per ton-mile on empty weight 

of truck, plus 2 mills per ton-mile on cargo. CMCA suggests increasing registra- 

tion fees. Trucks running under 6000 miles per year would have reduced 
registration fees. 
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Look for rise in fleet fuel costs. That's the word from Monroe E. Spaght, new 
president of Sheil Oil. He told a FLEET OWNER reporter in Philadelphia, Shell 
prices will be boosted soon in some areas. He declined to say which areas or 
when the boost starts, but noted that a 5% pay raise for oil workers makes the 
increase virtually certain. Some firms have already raised prices, Spaght added. 


Frozen food code goes into effect February Ist in Massachusetts, after six months 
postponement to give truckers and others a chance to upgrade equipment. There- 
after, truckers, distributors, warehousemen must not accept frozens above zero 
product temperature, with some exceptions. Retailers cannot accept frozens over 
10°F. and must keep full records of all above zero. In addition, trucks must have 
externally-mounted temperature indicators showing temperatures inside the 
trucks. Philadelphia codemakers plan to institute a similar code. 


For reefer truck safety, California P.U.C. ordered fleetmen to equip reefer vans 
with emergency exits for employees who may accidentally be locked inside. 
A similar bill is now before the Massachusetts legislature to apply to models 
produced in ’62 and later.

“Substantial reductions” on Fruehauf trailer aluminum vans and aluminum and 
steel tank trailers were announced at FLEET OWNER press time. The price reduc- 
tions apply in this range: Aluminum van, exterior post: Cut from $140 on a 
35-footer to $270 on a 40-footer; Aluminum van, smooth panel: Prices reduced 
from $145 on 35 ft. to $255 on 40 ft. Aluminum tank trailers: Price reductions 
range from $645 on 6000 gallon unit up to $745 on 9500-gallon trailer. Steel 
tank trailers: 6000 and 7000-gallon trailers cut $140. 

William E. Grace, president, said price reductions are effective immediately. 
Reductions also apply to Fruehauf’s truck bodies. Grace said, “Our experience 
gained in developing and producing the ‘volume van’ trailer has enabled us to 
offer our new truck body at a 10% reduction in cost over the model it suc- 
ceeds.” Price reductions, according to him, are made possible by interchange- 
ability of aluminum and steel parts and efficient manufacturing.

Luxury land-bus service has been inaugurated by Continental Trailways Bus Sys- 
tem. Taking its cue from the airlines, the company now offers hostess service, 
airfoam seats, refreshments, rest room, observation lounge and air conditioning 
on its new 63-passenger “Super Golden Eagle” buses. They are the proud prod- 
uct of three years research and design by German, English and U.S. engineers. 
Powered by Rolls Royce engines, and air-conditioned by Tropic-Aire, a division 
of McGraw-Edison Company, they offer all the comforts of air travel. Four of 
the new buses run from Cheyenne, Wyo., to Trinidad, Colo. 


Infant idea to expand bus business is a plan put into motion by Schuylkill Valley 
Bus Lines, Inc., Norristown, Pennsylvania. Serving a wide suburban area the 
Norristown company put into operation a baby riding service last month. 
Through it, parents and children are picked up at the bus stop and the bus 
delivers the parent to the shopping center. She shops, but the children stay 
aboard, while the bus circles farther, picks up more shoppers. Children remain

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on board until the parent gets back. But the kids must be four years old or older 
to ride alone. 


New airline bus service pioneered by Eastern Air Lines. Company purchased three 
buses to provide all-weather protection for passengers between waiting room and 
planeside at Logan International Airport, Boston. Buses seat 39 passengers, have 
handrails for standees. It’s a new technique here; in Europe it’s had wide use. 


Puno: CARS... 


City of Detroit scout cars are first in the U.S. to be replaced by station wagons. 
Late last month the Police Department there took first delivery of combination 
patrol-ambulance vehicles. By March 1, sixty of Detroit’s 120 scout cars will 
have been replaced by station wagons. Police commissioner Herbert W. Hart says 
he believes eventually all scout cars will be wagons. Here’s why: 

e During a trial period last year station wagons provided easier handling of 
stretcher cases than old type patrol-ambulances because they’re lower, have 
wider entry space. 

e Average time for station wagon patrol to get to an accident was four 
minutes. Old type took 15 to 20 minutes. 

e Each wagon has two collapsible stretcher type cots. When they’re not in 
use, fold-away rear seat of the wagon is kept in position. 

The wagon costs $450 more than conventional scout cars, but $200 goes for 
cots which can be removed and re-used when the vehicle is sold. Also, the police 
department study showed at trade-in time station wagon resale value is high 
compared with conventional scout cars. Hart says use of wagons will release 
40 men for full-time work. He also estimates saving on replacement costs will 
average $18,000 yearly. Operation and maintenance costs saved per paddy wagon 
(excluding depreciation) will be about $840 a year. 


Two-ply tires are close to acceptance by the auto industry as standard equip- 
ment on 1962 compact model cars, Detroit reports. Currently consumers are 
testing more th&n 100,000 of them in a widespread “production evaluation” 
test. Tire people stress that a 2-ply tire is not half a 4-ply tire, as has been and 
might be erroneously assumed. 

The 2-plys have advantages in ride and fuel economy—both measurable items. 
The 2-ply tire also runs cooler at turnpike speeds and weighs from 34 to 1 lb 
less, unsprung weight. The only question is some compromise in riding quality 
and stability. Tread depth and width the same. 


Used-car market has had Detroit concerned for some time now, but reports now 
filter out that the industry thinks the market has passed its most chaotic period. 
Consensus seems to be that the market will begin to firm up late this month or 
next and should begin to improve some. Both the fleet and the auto industries 
are watching, wondering, because when the used car market goes bad, dealers 
don’t have nearly the price spread for dickering when a fleetman wants to buy. 


Coolant life gets longer at Dow Chemical Co. which now extends the lifetime of 
its Dowgard coolant to two years instead of the one year announced when it 
was first introduced.

How the pace-setters are gearing their services to fleet opera- 
tion—what you can do to get the most benefit. 


S rARTING from practically nothing 15 years ago, 
truck stops are today becoming a billion-dollar 
business. This mushroom growth is an almost clas- 
sic example of supply in response to demand. The 
demand for special truck service was there, and 
truck stops sprang up to meet it. 

Look-ahead service station operators began by 
installing diesel pumps to accommodate truckers. 
The trucks brought in plenty of business, so the 
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next step was a lunch counter—and it wasn’t long 
before truck stops became famous for good eating. 
Truck stop food had to be good because truckers 
demanded the best. 

After that, bunk houses and the need for more 
room to park. Operators began moving out of their 
converted service stations to locations with wide 
driveway approaches and room for lube, washing, 
steam cleaning and icing services. Today you find

Teletype and dispatching service are on the in- 
crease. Supply rooms are stocked with spare parts 
and safety equipment supplies. Some fleets have tire 
or chain bank arrangements with stops at strategic 
points. One truck stop in California rents out office 
space. Many offer warehouse space. If your driver 
finds he’s overloaded he can leave part of his cargo 
for pickup by your next truck coming that way. 
Some fleets lease warehouse space from these truck 
stops. 

You'll find the personal touch, too—home cook- 
ing, an owner or manager who takes care of a sick 
driver, or goes out of his way to help get your 
trucks moving in an emergency. If he doesn’t have 
equipment or replacement parts for certain repairs, 
he'll give you the name of the nearest shop that 
does. Most truck stop operators are familiar with 
state and local regulations, can give you informa- 
tion on road checks, weighing stations and state 
license requirements.

(Texaco), located near main arteries around Dallas. 


To get the most out of truck stops, it’s a good 
idea to make one man or department responsible 
for setting up a definite program with a list of 
approved stops—and for maintaining contact with 
those stops. 

A good way to start such a program is with the 
detailed maps and directories now published by 
many of the major oil companies—plus the compre- 
hensive FLEET OWNER directory published in the 
March issue. The FLEE OWNER directory gives an 
across-the-board listing of all the leading truck stops 
in the country. 

But no list can tell you all you need to know 
about a truck stop. Personal contact is important 
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The best is none too good for drivers who stop at Holland Truck Station (Pure), Chicago.

“The best way to make use of truck stops,” says 
J. H. Stark, Jr., of Howard Sober, Inc., “is to treat 
them as members of your own organization.” 

Sober, a nationwide automobile transporter with 
terminals in eighteen cities, has what is believed 
to be one of the best truck stop programs in the 
country. It started when truck stops were in their 
infancy. Spotting an opportunity for savings, Sober 
made a careful study of the differences in fuel con-

sumption by the same type truck over the same 
routes. Decided it could save by establishing credit 
arrangements with certain designated stations. 

Mr. Stark, vice president and general manager, 
says that today the company is operating with a 
decided reduction in fuel cost mainly due to the 
discount “which now goes to the company instead 
of the driver.” Each station submits monthly state- 
ments, substantiated with station name and address 
plainly printed at the top, which meet all require- 
ments of the various state fuel and road tax audi- 
tors. 

“We correspond with our stations,” he says, “and 
in some ways treat them as our representatives in 
their particular areas. Picked mainly because they're 
near body manufacturer, these sign for bodies, noti- 
fy home office when ready for shipment, then service 
them so there’s no delay when our driver arrives to 
pick them up.” 

On its West Coast runs, Sober designates several

24-hour stations as lube and oil-change points. At 
some stations in the Rocky Mountains, the company 
stocks a supply of tire chains which are kept in 
repair and ready for use. 

Among other special arrangements mentioned by 
Mr. Stark is one with a station in Tennessee where 
drivers without a Tennessee towbar permit may ob- 
tain one. Another is with a Mississippi stop that 
furnishes drivers with Mississippi driveaway plates. 
The driver returns the plates by mail as soon as he 
clears the state. 

“And the stations often help out in emergen- 
cies,” says Mr. Stark. “One of our drivers was 
taken seriously ill with the flu at our authorized 
stop at Bradford, Arkansas, and was cared for by 
the manager for two or three days at no cost. He 
also kept our office advised daily of the driver’s 
condition.” 

Another fleet with a well-established truck stop 
program is Akers Motor Lines, which operates in 
13 states and uses the facilities of approximately 
25 truck stops. Here’s what Ralph Huffman, safety 
director, has to say: “It would be virtually impos- 
sible to operate our business without these places. 
Our over-the-road tractors have two-man sleeper 
cabs, so our drivers don’t use truck stops for sleep- 
ing. But we depend on them for fuel, oil, weighing, 
food for the drivers, emergency road service, tire 
repairs and some mechanical work. At a great num- 
ber of them we store a bank of spare tires.” 


One “upgrading” force in the fast-growing in- 
dustry is its recently formed trade association— 
the National Association of Truck Stop Operators. 
At present, composed of the leading truck stop op-

erators across the nation, its pronounced aims are 
to provide a broad range of services to fleets and 
independent truckers—and “to assure management 
that members of the association will deal with them 
in a reliable and scrupulously honest fashion.” To 
be eligible for membership, an operator must have 
24-hour service, diesel fuel, restaurant and sleeping 
facilities on or adjoining the premises, showers, 
adequate parking facilities, tire repair facilities, 
over-all cleanliness. 

But these are just the beginning. In addition to 
basic facilities, all members must have at least five 
of the following: ticket printer pumps; truck wash- 
ing, scales, propane gas; laundry service; steam 
cleaning, truck lubrication, wet ice; dry ice, blast 
chilling; barber shop: garage or mechanical serv- 
ice; wrecker service; Western Union; teletype; 
driver’s lounge; brokerage service, warehouse facili- 
ties, tire bank: merchandise for sale. 

President Oran V. Jarrell told FLEET OWNER, “We 
hope to make the association’s emblem a seal of 
quality. The by-laws provide for loss of member- 
ship if a member fails to live up to obligations of 
me mbership.” 

NATSO’s chairman of the board is Charles Rei- 
nauer, who was active in its formation. Among the 
services furnished to members will be credit and 
financial information, and a legal department to 
fight the industry’s legal battles. 


Other “upgrading” forces are the forward-look- 
ing policies of the oil companies. Their surveys of 
fleet needs, their training programs and centralized 
planning have resulted in stops engineered to pro- 
vide the best in servicing for driver and truck.

TRUCK STOPS... cootinues 


Here’s what some of the pace-setters among the 
oil companies are doing: 


e Pure Oil Co., a recognized leader in the truck 
stop field, at latest count has 260 centrally inspected 
shops. Most of these have been designed and built 
from scratch since 1953—60 within the past six 
months. In a recent upgrading program it declassi- 
fied about fifty of its stations considered adequate 
for normal auto service but not for trucks. All Pure 
stations are open 24 hours, have lengthy frontages 
and air conditioned motel quarters for drivers. Ten 
or 12 stops now have air strips to accommodate

small aircraft. These facilitate inspection by truck- 
ing company representatives who are considering 
them as authorized stops for their drivers. 

Pure aims at a balanced system along all major 
trucking routes, with spreads of about 300 miles 
between stops. 


e American Oil Co. A coast-to-coast marketer 
under its recent organizational expansion, has a 
nationwide network of 162 truck stops, many re- 
cently built. And it’s aggressively developing more 
stops, at the same time it’s expanding the services. 

American’s truck stop program is coordinated 
from the company’s general office in Chicago. All 
American truck stops must provide 24-hour service, 
tune-up and minor repair facilities, hotel and res- 
taurant facilities on or near the premises. Many 
also offer such additional services as replacement 
parts, refrigerator repairs, and teletype communi- 
cations. 

Specification control of diesel fuel, gasoline and 
other products insure identical or comparable qual- 
ity everywhere, says a company spokesman. And 
American provides a special credit card for truck- 
ers. All stops have ticket imprinter pumps. Under 
a centralized billing system, fleets get a single 
invoice, itemized to show a breakdown of pur- 
chases by geographical area or state. This break- 
down is important to fleets that must periodically 
record fuel purchases in certain states. 


e Esso Standard, a division of Humble Oil & Re- 
fining Co. under the new setup announced in De- 
cember, has expanded its list this year. Most of its 
stations are now open 24 hours and offering more 
services. Most recent addition to the Esso list is a 
chain built by Southern 500 Industries. Designed by 
: “stoppers” for the tourist 
trade too, but motorists are not encouraged. The 
Southern 500 stops are intended first and foremost 
for truckers. 


name architects, they’re 


e Sinclair Refining Co. was one of the first oil 
companies to study fleet needs and develop a co- 
ordinated program to meet them. In addition to 
its complete list of truck stops it will provide fleet 
management with individual routings based on a 
survey of particular needs. 


e Recent reports from Richfield Oil Corp. an- 
nounce 25 modern stops in its Western chain, with 
two more under construction. Union Oil Co. estab- 
lished a retail and planning department last year 
which is investigating truck stops as part of a com- 
prehensive five-year marketing plan. And reports 
from Tidewater Oil Co., Skelly Oil Co., Phillips 
Petroleum Co., and Texaco, Inc., indicate that stud- 
ies are under way to meet the growing needs of the 
trucking industry.

WITHOUT ITS CAREFUL year-round maintenance 
program, Nulaid Farmers Assn. could lay the big- 
gest egg you ve ever seen. 

Just look at the complexity of this egg-marketing 
cooperative serving 10,000 farm-members in North- 
ern California. Nulaid runs more than 300 assorted 
gas and diesel vehicles—tractors, flatbeds, bulk 
haulers, delivery vans, reefers, small trucks, pas- 
senger cars. 

Last year, on highway and city runs, the fleet 
covered 5 million miles picking up and delivering 
supplies to members, and hauling eggs to market. 
That’s not all. Nulaid’s bulk alfalfa trucks ran an 
additional million miles on country roads and 
fields, following harvest gangs day and night (talk 
about transmissions and rear ends taking a beat- 
ing)—then hauling the alfalfa to the co-op’s six 
feed mills. 
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Egg Co-op Hatches

Six million miles a year in long- 
short haul, averaging only one 
breakdown per 100,000 miles. 
Here's how Nulaid does it, despite 
tight facilities, tighter schedules. 


But the maintenance problem’s even more com- 
plicated. There’s additional engine wear from PTO 
units used for bulk loading and unloading, auxil- 
iary power units and 100 reefers. To this, add the 
strict schedule necessary to transport eggs—a rela- 
tively perishable commodity. Squeeze the repairs 
and maintenance for the 300-plus vehicles into a 
small 75 x 100-ft shop. And you have an idea of 
what faces R. J. Hopping, Nulaid’s trucking divi- 
sion manager. 

Here’s how Nulaid tackles its PM problems, 
keeping $1.5-million worth of fleet vehicles run- 
ning at an approximate cost of $350,000 a year.

lock, Salinas, and Petaluma for routine PM and 
emergencies. When Hopping took over the fleet in 
*57, one of his first moves was to consolidate the 
association’s three garages into the single unit. 

Why centralization? The move was made because 
Nulaid’s branch garages were found to be running 
up greater over-all costs-per-hour than commercial 
garages in their areas. And costs were lower, parts 
more available in the Bay area. However, Hopping 
is willing to alter this centralized view of fleet man- 
agement if he finds a better way. As he told FLEET 
Owner, “We're always on the lookout for people 
who can do a job cheaper than we can.” 


¢ Maintenance team is flexible. Nulaid’s 
trained all of its shop manpower—with no excep- 
tions—to be efficient mechanics. For example, the 
man who knows ignitions also knows differentials 
and radiators. The concept goes this far: One man 
classified as a painter is fully qualified as a me- 
chanic and is often used as such. And a driver in 
an outlying area also fills in as field mechanic when 
a quick repair must be made. 

Nulaid’s next step is to train all of its mechanics 
as reefer men, to wipe out the single specialist po- 
sition—refrigerator unit mechanic. At present, one 
man, officially a factory representative, is employed 
full time to keep the 100 reefers operating. 

In addition maintenance mechanics are encour- 
aged to think for themselves, to be resourceful 
self-starters. Not only pitching in on all shop jobs, 
but making quick decisions on repair work in the 
field when necessary. 

This spirit is sparked by truck shop repair fore- 
man, William J. DiNapoli, who is not averse to 
contributing muscle as well as brain power on

specific shop jobs. (DiNapoli has been selected by 
his company to take a management course offered 
as a part of the FLEET OWNER awards.) 

The team’s flexibility was demonstrated recently 
when eight rigs broke down at the same time in 
widely scattered regions. Although all needed 
major repairs, they were back on the road in two 
weeks, Just as rapidly as if they had all been hauled 
to the central shop for repair. 


e Drivers get into maintenance act. You can 
sum up Nulaid’s maintenance policy this way: play 
it by ear, then go to the book. Drivers are firmly 
instructed to bring their vehicles into the shop at 
first hint of serious trouble, regardless of the num- 
ber of miles since last maintenance. Even if it turns 
out that nothing was wrong, feeling is that no pos- 
sibility must be missed to avert road failure. The 
program works well with highway drivers. But city 
delivery men are generally slow to accept these in- 
structions at full face value. Probably because they 
feel that help is always near in city breakdowns. 


e Overhaul intervals are stretched through 
ultra-careful PM. Because of the varied extensive 
uses of diesel tractors, Nulaid mechanics don’t ad- 
here strictly to manufacturer’s 300,000-mile over- 
haul interval recommendations (the association 
standardized around Cummins 220 in 57). 

If engine noise or leaks develop, mechanics are 
quick to strip it and change sleeves, pistons or 
bearings—even though in terms of miles, the en- 
gine may be far from needing such extensive work. 
But this prolongs the periods between major over- 
hauls. 


On their own, Nulaid mechanics have developed 
still another procedure that stretches overhaul in- 
tervals. Every 7000 miles, they do a careful ad- 
justment job on valves and injectors, rotating 


plungers about 14 turn. This requires an invest-

ment of 1144 man-hours each 7000-mile period, but 
the payoff is good. Valves last twice as long and 
give better performance in the interim. 

To make certain that engines perform properly, 
Nulaid built its own test block. Used for prelim- 
inary run-in of engine on no-load basis, the test 
block incorporates fuel tank and radiator. When 
engines are rebuilt, they're tested and stored on 


wooden stands until needed. 


e Small shop is speed-engineered through 
major components inventory and flexible use of 
limited space. Seven spare engines, representing 
the fleet’s power range, plus spare differentials and 
transmissions are kept in stock at all times. Be- 
cause they must be stored in work area, they’re 


kept securely covered with polyethylene for clean- 


liness. 

This inventory permits mechanics to pull and 
replace a faulty engine in less than 22 hours, re- 
leasing the tractor for active duty and freeing a 
large chunk of garage space. Then the faulty engine 
can be overhauled at relative leisure. With these 
spares, few rigs remain in the shop for more than 
114 days, regardless of what was wrong when it 
came in. Similarly. spare engines are transported

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to branch garages for field installation when ab- 
solutely necessary. 

To “stretch” space in this 75 x 100-ft shop, most 
major work tables and test instruments are on 
rollers, so they can be moved and arranged for the 
job at hand. Entire rebuilding section of the shop 
is equipped in this manner. 

To provide additional flexibility and eliminate 
need for relatively fixed overhead chain hoists, a 
portable Ruger three-ton hydraulic crane is used 
to remove and replace engines. 

Other shop-made devices speed smaller jobs. One 
annoying problem used to be removal of differen- 
tials. Under DiNapoli’s direction an adapter was 
developed, permitting portable jack to be connected 
to the differential. Makes it possible for one man 
to disengage and return the unit in less time with- 
out danger of breaking the gasket or injury to 
personnel. Formerly, two men had to “wrassle” the 
differential on and off the truck. 

For fast in-and-out service, there’s a drive- 
through grease pit, instead of hydraulic lifts usu- 
ally found in small shop. Nulaid constructed the 
pit between two doors. This way a rig is driven 
over the pit, lubricated, serviced and driven off 
through the garage in the same direction. 


When remote breakdowns occur, Nulaid some- 
times finds it more economical to farm out the job 
to a commercial garage. However, general rule is 
that all maintenance—both major and routine— 
is performed internally, if at all possible. 

If a rig does conk out in a hard-to-reach area, 
pertinent facts are phoned to San Leandro, where 
decision is made on farming out. 

Basic farm-out question: Will costs of mechanic 
traveling to and from distressed vehicle exceed 
higher labor charge at local commercial garage? 
Nulaid figures its own labor at $5 per hour, com- 
mercial labor at $7 per hour. 

Frequently, it’s cheaper for a non-mechanic to 
deliver a spare engine to the “outside” garage for 
installation. While the engine’s enroute, the com- 
mercial garage is instructed to remove the old 
engine in readiness for the replacement. 
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GETTING ADDED YEARS —or even months’—service 
out of vehicle components and parts can mean 
money in the bank. For this reason the automotive 
equipment department at St. Louis Public Service 
Company makes an added effort to rehabilitate and 
rebuild used parts. And to do the job economically, 
they’ve taken special care to establish the most 
efficient work methods. 


Maintenance 


Machine inserts vanes 
at 60% faster rate 


Maintenance men now secure 76 
vanes in a torque converter in one 
hour. The former hand method 
took up to 2% hours. Reason for 
the saving is the device shown at 
left. It combines mechanical lift- 
ing and positioning with a foot- 
operated riveting gun for securing 
vanes in the converter. 

The mechanic uses an air hoist 
to move converters into the setup. 
Here the 40 to 50 pound units rest 
on two cylinder-like supports. These 
cylinders also help rotate units. 

To fasten a vane, the mechanic 
hand-inserts it. Then the foot-op- 
erated air cylinder lifts the piece 
to the riveting gun level. With the 
converter in position, the gun 
spreads the end of the van, secur- 
ing it in place. The working end 
of the riveter rotates to produce a 
smooth surface on the flange. 

The riveting gun is securely 
fastened to the iron stand. This 
assures perfect alignment of vanes 
in the housing. Also, note the op- 
eration takes place at a level easily 
observed by the operator. The old 
hand method is still used where 
only one or two converter vanes 
need replacing. 


Costs Drop 
As Improved Methods Take Over 


The four ideas on these two pages show definite 
areas where this approach has paid off. Where do 
the ideas come from? Most originate with the main- 
tenance men who do the repair work. And why not? 
These men know the individual jobs better than 
anyone else. (For eight more smart maintenance 
methods used by St. Louis Public Service see page 
59 of the June 60 issue.) 
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Metal spraying of worn parts 
helps cut down on purchases 


Using a metal spray to reclaim worn parts cut 
purchases of some items by as much as 60%. In the 
setup pictured at left, Public Service uses an old 
lathe and chucking fixtures. Had the sheet metal 
shop build a booth around it to catch the over- 
spray. The spray unit is purchased. 

Metal spraying reclaims steel and aluminum parts. 
As the metal rod feeds into the spray gun, it’s melt- 
ed. Then the molten metal is sprayed on the revolv- 
ing part held securely in the lathe. 

If the part is bonded first to provide a hard sur- 
face, buildups can range up to 0.08-in. Otherwise 
the buildup is limited to about .01 inch according 
to Public Service mechanics. Typical items re- 
claimed by the process include pressure plates for 
clutches and camshafts for brakes as well as many 
other shafts that ride on bushings. Overspray hit- 
ting walls of the enclosure peels off easily. 


Tin plating pistons adds 
to life, prevents seizing 


Tin plating pistons adds slightly to the cost. But 
in the long run this extra operation pays dividends. 
The plating actually protects the piston. In addition 
brings it back to standard size if the unit is worn. 
And as the tin wears off, added clearance prevents 
the possibility of seizing. 

The tank shown at left holds eight pistons at one 
time. Each unit remains in the plating solution about 
30 minutes. This is just long enough for the process 
to coat the surface with from .0005 to .001-in. of 
tin to provide the added protection. 


Fast dip in preservative 
protects seals, prevents rust 


Dipping turbine seals in a preservative after ma- 
chining, protects metal surfaces, prevents rust. Pub- 
lic Service started doing this about a year and a 
half ago. Since then complaints about wear have 
dropped drastically. 

This Parkerizing operation takes place after lap- 
ping or grinding. Parts first go into a 200-deg hot 
water bath for five minutes. Next they remain in 
the preservative bath for five minutes. On removal 
they’re air cleaned and dried, then dipped in an oil 
solution. Public Service handles this operation on 
a batch basis in its shop.

How COMPLETELY will compacts take over the fleet 
market? Consensus at the moment is that another 
nine months or a year is needed before the trend 
can be accurately plotted. As of now, compacts 
are in somewhat the same category as the diesel 
in its introductory stages. There were predictions 
it would supplant gas engines in trucks. It didn’t. 
But it found its level and has remained pretty 
stable. 

Compacts seem destined to become standard 
such applications as public utilities (where auster- 
ity is good public relations), local state and federal 
government fleets (vulnerable to political and public 
censure and budgets)—and in certain other service 
operations where vehicle pride counts the least. 

Although compacts sold at the rate of 394 every 
selling hour during °60, there’s wide difference of 
opinion on fleet use of compacts. Some sales fleets 
have gone 100% compact. Others adopt a wait- 
and-see attitude. 

Spot checks by FLEET OWNER show these trends: 


Government fleets. Many city governments that 
made their first purchase as an “experiment” are 
now replacing almost entirely with compacts. 
Among them: Little Rock, Seattle, Pittsburgh, Los 
Angeles, New York. Exceptions in some cases are 
police vehicles and larger cars used for transport- 
ing VIP’s. Toledo, Ohio, decided compacts are un- 
suitable for police work. 

Chicago switched from motorcycles to compact 
cars last fall, but not all Chicago patrolmen are 
happy about the “upgrading.” One complaint: 
“You can put your foot through the floor in a 
compact and still lose a chase on some of Chicago’s 


standard size cars for comparable operations?

expressways. Another: “For some jobs you just 
can’t beat a motorcycle. On some jobs mounted 
police are best.” 

In Philadelphia, John E. Francis, deputy com- 
missioner of public properties, estimates compacts 
can save the city at least $50,000 a year. Figures 
are based on a comparison of 110 compacts and 
184 standard size patrol cars. 

The State of California will have about 15% 
of its fleet in compacts this year. And almost half 
of its replacements are compacts. 


Utilities and service companies. Early in 1960, 
Columbia Gas System announced plans to add 800 
compacts to its fleet over the next four years. It 
anticipates savings of $340,000, including lower 
initial costs and annual fuel savings. According to 
Columbia’s president, George S. Young, after the 
fourth year, when compacts are fully integrated 
into the fleets, annual savings should be about 
$125,000. 

Columbia estimates $200 average saving on pur- 
chase cost. On 800 compacts this comes to $160,000 
for four years. As of now, Columbia indicates its 
choice may include all makes. 

Meanwhile it’s keeping close check on costs, 
giving each driver a sheet on which to enter op- 
erating cost data. 

As a rule, Columbia turns in its cars every four 
years or 45,000 miles. The company does not buy 
power steering or power brakes. And it sticks to 
standard colors, believes they bring best resale 
prices. 

Bell Telephone, according to Philadelphia re- 
ports, has more than half its fleet in compacts. And 





Bell in Pennsylvania may go 80-90% compact. 

Connecticut Light & Power Co. expects its fleet 
will be 80% compact before 1964. Pacific Gas & 
Electric says two thirds of its 1800-car fleet will 
be compacts eventually. Louisiana Power & Light 
Co. feels compacts are better-built versions of 1952 
or 1953 conventional models. 

Southern California Edison Co. tried some for- 
eign cars, but switched to compacts. Niagara Mo- 
hawk Power Corp. is switching to compact station 
wagons. Says standard wagons have gotten too big 
for many assignments. 

Georgia Power Co. and Detroit Edison are both 
experimenting. Consolidated Edison doesn’t think 
compacts will account for more than 50% of its 
fleet. 

Commonwealth Edison is switching almost all of 
its 1200-car fleet to compacts by 6A, expects to 
save $120,000 a year. Tampa Electric is rapidly 
replacing most of its fleet with compacts. 


Commercial fleets. Say what you will about com- 
pacts, no major fleet feels it can ignore them. Not 
with the wide range of prices, models, and ad- 
vertised capabilities. Reaction ranges from those 
buying a few to study them in action to fleets 
going compact all the way. Here are a few 
examples: 

On the West Coast, Douglas Aircraft says com- 
pacts constitute about 10% of its fleet. But feeling 
is that all will be compacts in two to three years. 
Company reasoning is that it’s providing trans- 
portation, not luxury. 

Tidewater Oil Co.’s western division, with some 
600 vehicles of all types, is taking a look but has 


very few right now. The company is seriously 
considering car leasing. Until this study is com- 
pleted it’s hard to tell which way Tidewater will go. 

Bowman Dairy Co., Chicago, second largest in- 
dependent milk company in the U.S., is generally 
“downgrading” its fleet cars (buying less expensive 
makes). The company, which operates 130 cars, 
has three grades. All of the third grade will be 
compacts. 

Emerson J. Parker, general chairman of the Na- 
tional Assn. of Fleet Administrator’s recent Detroit 
convention, and fleet administrator for Hartford 
Fire Insurance Co., says his company is watching 
them closely. More than half of the 200 NAFA 
member companies have bought compacts, some as 
many as 700 or 800. His company, he explains, 
buys middle-line cars in the low-price field—all 
V-8’s, all with automatic transmissions, because 
they offer better trade-in possibilities. But he hint- 
ed, Hartford may be interested in so-called “in- 
between” compacts. 

But for some, the evaluation period is apparently 
over. General Foods and General Adjustment Co. 
recently bought 850 and 500 compacts, respectively. 
Some of the nation’s largest fleets are going 100% 
compact. These include Procter and Gamble, U.S. 
Fidelity and Guarantee, Swift & Co. 


Leasing companies. National Car Rental System, 
as a result of a recent survey, indicates that during 
the next year one of every four cars rented by its 
offices will be compact. The system’s fleets operated 
in cities of more than 1-million population will 
go one third compact. 

National’s survey, however, showed that “loaded”

some of the top sales executives: 


Oldsmobile. The feeling here is that BOP’s will 
be to the compact market what medium price cars 
have been to low-price standards. While reaction 
to the F-85 by fleets has been good, it’s virtually 
impossible to estimate fleet sales since almost all 
are made through dealers. 

E. A. Stanley, fleet sales manager, told FLEET 
OWNER that in many instances fleets feel they’re 
actually upgrading the employee, or keeping him 
at his former standard car level, when they pur- 
chase a BOP instead of a lower price compact. 

At Olds, the fleet buying trend is definitely 
toward automatic transmissions. Main reason: fleets 
find the stick shift hard to move at trade-in time. 


Sometimes the trade-in differential just about bal- 
ances the difference between a stick shift and an 
automatic at purchase time. 


Ford. Howard Cook, fleet sales manager, says 
among fleets that have gone 100% compact there 
have been very few complaints from salesmen who 
may have felt they were being downgraded. 

Currently most fleets are buying 4-door sedans. 
Ford studies show this is because of easier entry; 
and the car can be used by the family in off-hours. 
Also makes it easier for salesmen to transfer sample 
cases and luggage—especially if they take several 
customers to lunch. It’s estimated that about 25% 
of all Falcon sales go to fleets. Most fleet sales 
include automatic transmissions. 


Plymouth. In the first nine months of 1960, 3300 
Valiants were sold to fleets. But Plymouth con- 
siders this a “sample buy” period. And momentum 
is gaining because fleet experience with the try- 
outs has been good. 

Plymouth spokesmen say compacts offer a num- 
ber of plusses in addition to lower cost of operation. 
Insurance rates generally are lower. And compacts 
use less space in the garage. 

But the deciding factor is recovery value. Here 
are some figures compiled by Plymouth on the 
basis of NADA reports throughout the country on 
wholesale depreciation of compacts that have so 
far reached the auction market. They’re based on 
factory suggested list prices, not including tax or 
transportation. All are comparable model 4-door 
sedans with heater and radio.

American Motors. Here, at the birthplace of the 
compact concept as it is known today, there’s 
obvious optimism. William Ramsey, fleet sales 
manager, predicts a big year of accelerated fleet 
sales, spurred mostly by expanded availability. 
Back in 1954, a mere .79% of AMC sales were 
to fleets. Then in 1955, a fleet sales department was 
set up, and fleet sales have been rising.

Chevrolet. Though not released officially by the 
division, estimates indicate that in 1960, more 
than 3800 Corvairs were sold in the fleet market. 
For all vehicles Chevrolet sales to fleets ran 10% 
of total sales. Corvairs accounted for 15%. Ac- 
cording to Chevrolet, this is still more or less a 
sampling period. And the compact picture may 
not firm up for another 20-24 months. 

Chevrolet market studies indicate employee re- 
lations often enter sharply into the picture. In 
some instances compacts represent downgrading 
to the employee. Also, fuel economy may mean 
little if depreciation is too great. 

Compacts are already going through the same 
upgrading standard cars went through years ago, 
according to Chevy’s spokesman. BOP’s are a level 
above the Falcon, Valiant and Corvair. “So it 
looks as if we’re on the same merry-go-round as 
with standards a few years ago,” he said. 

Chevrolet reports that in Corvairs 92% of fleet 
buyers order heaters; 45%, radios; 62%, auto- 
matic transmissions; 61%, white sidewall tires. 

Its field reports already indicate the economy 
“kick” is beginning to die down and many pur- 
chasers are going back to standard size cars. 


Studebaker show how the Lark shapes up part-by-part 
against the larger fleet cars on the market today. 


Mercury. Because Comet was introduced in 
March, 1960, most of the big fleet business was 
already gone. Even so, more than 7000 Comets 
were sold to fleets in 1960. A spokesman here said 
Comet fills a gap in the fleet market by offering a 
more luxuriously-styled car as acceptable as the 
lower bracket standards. 


Studebaker. Fleet sales of Larks are running 
about 10% of total sales. Studebaker looks for 
them to improve during the coming year. Intro- 
duction of a 6 cylinder engine boosted sales. 


Dodge. The Lancer’s another late entry. At the 
moment it’s too early to tell how it’s going with 
fleets, but there have been enough sales to indicate 
interest, if only on a trial basis. 


When the state of California bought 300 Stude- 
baker Larks in 1960 it saved about $193 per car. 
In addition, on maintenance, California found 
Larks cost 7 mills per mile; Fords, 9.68 mills or 
nearly 1¢; and Chevrolet, 1¢ plus 1 mill. The state 
doesn’t keep mileage costs, but auto experts in De- 
partment of Finance say there’s not so much dif- 
ference between compacts and standards. Reason: 
Driving habits may cancel fuel economies when an 
employee changes from standards to compacts. 
For instance, a driver who switches from an auto- 





matic transmission to stick shift often makes costly 
fuel consumption errors. 

But by and large, compacts do save on operating 
costs. Philadelphia’s Deputy Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Property, John E. Francis, estimates compact 
patrol cars shave about $50,000 off annual expenses. 
His based on a comparison of 110 
compacts and 184 standards. If all patrols were 
compacts, he estimates savings at $250,000 a year.

On the other hand, one fleet reports that for cars 
averaging 1730 miles per month, average usage 
cost for compacts runs $.036 a mile. Average for 
Ford, Chevrolet, Plymouth: .04¢ a mile. The 
spokesman told FLEET OWNER his company could 
save $46,000 a year by switching to exclusive use 
of compacts. 

Commonwealth Edison reports “annual savings 
on compacts amount to $100 a year, including 
carrying charges, gas, oil, tires and repairs.” 

Louisiana Power and Light says initial cost is 
$200 less. Company expects operating costs to 
average 14¢ mile less. Total savings throughout 
car life will be about $550 company estimates. 

Tampa Electric says it saves $10 a year in license 
plates alone per compact; insurance costs are 10% 
less. And it takes 20% less time to clean and polish 
compacts. 

Consolidated Edison finds compacts deliver 
about 21 mpg, against 12 mpg for standards. 

Georgia Power reports compacts get 33% more 
gas mileage than conventional cars. 

Connecticut Light and Power saves about $200 
per car on purchase, $100 a year per car on main- 
tenance. 

Midwest Commonwealth Edison, replacing 1200 
cars with compacts by °64, expects switch to save 
$120,000 year, because of slower depreciation, 
lower purchase price, reduced gas, oil and repair 
bills. 

Procter & Gamble—nearly 550 compacts in its 
fleet of more than 1400 cars—finds compacts aver- 
age 6.3 more mpg than standard 8-cylinders. Fig- 
ures out to about 41% more miles per gallon of 
gasoline, 30% cut in gas costs. 

General Adjustment Bureau comes up with these 
figures for comparison:

To sum up, compacts gave 33.2% more mpg at 
26.7% less gas cost, plus average saving of $200 
per car on initial cost. 

Warren E. Begas, manager, automobile fleet de- 
partment of General Adjustment, told National 
Assn. of Fleet Administrators that savings in in- 
terest alone—at prime rates—would amount to 
about $10 a car for compacts. 

Lower registration fees in some states mean sav- 
ings. In New Jersey, the difference between a con- 
ventional car and a compact is $14; in New York, 
$4. Therefore, General Adjustment plans to replace 
75% of its fleet with compacts this year. 

In a pre-introduction fleet test of its 6-cylinder 
Lark, Studebaker says it found this model could 
save 14% in initial cost over standards; 10% in- 
surance; 16% registration and taxes; 15% tires; 
25% repairs and replacements; and 15% in gas 
mileage. 

When you study gas mileage keep this in mind. 
Best that can be said of any manufacturer’s claim 
for gas mileage is that whatever figure is used 
it represents what a particular car can do under 
certain conditions, with certain kinds of drivers. 
It’s merely a yardstick and no more. 


But is the public really after economy when it 
buys a compact? One indication that economy, per 
se, isn’t the objective can be found in the extras 
purchased for compacts. Late reports show buyers 
—not necessarily fleets—are shelling out for fancy- 
looking jobs with more trim, better upholstery, 
arm rests, ashtrays, etc. 

For Falcons, about 74% of buyers purchase a 
deluxe trim package; Corvair, 72%; Valiant, 60%. 
Cost ranges from $65 to $77 extra. 

There are indications that many compact buyers 
are purchasing the extra-power engines at extra 
_cost. Demand is growing for air conditioning as 
well as automatic transmission. 

Despite industry opinion that power steering and 
power brakes aren’t needed on a compact, you 
can see evidence of growing demand here, too. 
When all are added to compact cost, the “economy” 
becomes questionable. 

Point is that the changing trends may catch 
fleetmen in a bind. If the country goes predomi- 


nantly compact, then his problem is merely one 
of transition. For a short time he can take some 
losses on standard turn-ins. 

But if the compact upsurge is only temporary 
he may be caught short when compacts flood the 
used-car market. 

How used-car prices will be affected remains to 
be seen. But even though compacts haven't yet 
really hit the used-car market (except for Ramblers 
and some Larks), they’ve already had a depressing 
effect on used-car prices. 

Used-car inventories are at all-time high because 
many potential used-car buyers are buying com- 
pacts instead. This has lowered auction prices, 
with a six-month drop during one period adding 
up to an average $165. Therefore, fleet recovery 
values suffer, and many fleetmen can’t meet their 
depreciation schedule. 

Despite worries over eventual used-car prices, 
compacts spell present benefits for the fleet oper- 
ator. Why? 

Addition of compacts to many lines of cars 
creates one of the most competitive situations in 
recent auto history. Greater competition always 
favors the buyer. Everyone wants a hunk of busi- 
ness and is willing to trim prices here and there. 


And now a "compact-compact?”™ Regardless of 
brickbats thrown at compacts by critics, the fact 
remains that they’re finding wide public accept- 
ance. So much so, that car manufacturers are con- 
sidering plans for a compact-compact. Ford and 
Chrysler both confirm they’ve developed plans for 
so-called compact-compacts that could be put into 
production if it’s determined there’s a market. GM 
is mum on the subject, but past experience indi- 
cates that if competition is working on a compact- 
compact, it’s almost an even bet GM is, too. 

Latest Detroit reports are that Ford has already 
asked for tool bids. Wheelbase of the proposed car 
would be under 100 in. and styling would be 
European, to compete directly with small foreign 
cars and supplant Ford’s import of the Anglia and 
Taunus. The car would probably have front-wheel 
drive, an idea Ford has been toying with for its 
entire line. Probable date of introduction: 1962. 

Studebaker also contemplates a compact-com- 
pact, smaller than today’s Lark. According to 
Chairman Clarence Francis, the company will de- 
cide between now and June. It will also decide 
whether to go ahead with development of a 4- 
cylinder Lark engine. 

Advance reports indicate, if and when Stude- 
baker goes ahead with the smaller car, it will be of 
conservative, conventional design, with few frills, 
riding on 100-in. wb and front-mounted engine. 
This engine may very well follow the pattern set 
by Pontiac in its Tempest, and end up as an incline 
four—a Lark V-8 cut in half.

UNITIZED OIL SEALs for new and old model trailer 
axles save downtime and maintenance costs be- 
cause wheel bearings never need grease repacking. 
Oil bath lubrication provides longer life than grease 
for both bearings and seals by diffusing friction 
heat. Oil level can be checked by looking through 
plastic hub cap which means no grease on the 
brakes from over lubrication, as sometimes hap- 
pens with grease packed bearings. 

Unitized construction has many advantages for 
wheel and other oil seals. Most important for fleet- 
men: it means fast, simple installation without 
special tools (see illustrations). Since these seals 
are not a drive fit on the axle or in the hub, a 
mechanic can’t cock or damage one by hammering 
it home. The seal bears on itself, so the sealing lip 
cannot wear or score the axle shaft. A scored shaft 
can require special machining or sleeving to renew 
bearing surface for a conventional grease retainer. 
Such work ties up trailer for hours or even days. 
In some cases, wheel oil seals can replace conven- 
tional grease retainers even on badly scored shafts 
without a sleeve or resurfacing job. 

Unitized oil seals have advantages for their 
makers and designers. It’s possible to control both 
the material of the seal and the surface against 
which it will have to bear. A drawn steel cup makes 
a perfect sealing surface for lip-type seals. The seal 
shown above has ceramic coated, face-type sheet 
metal bearing surfaces. The hardness of the ceramic 
coating reduces wear and keeps dirt particles from 
scratching it. 

Watch out for one thing when wheel oil seals 
have been installed on some, but not all units in a 
fleet. Packing an oil-seal equipped wheel bearing 
with ordinary grease instead of the oil specified by 
the seal manufacturer can lead to early bearing 
failure.

Fast Flush for Cooling Systems 


STEP 1: Open drain to lower water level, remove thermo 
stat. Then replace housing without thermostat so cold 
water flows freely to flush cooling system. 


STEP 2: Insert rubber or cork plug in top hose neck to 
seal radiator.

When water 
runs clean, remove plug, refit hose and thermostat. 


\ NEW, SIMPLE TECHNIQUE saves time and does a 
more efficient cooling system flushing job without 
removing frequently rust-frozen drain plugs. Du 
Pont developed this flushing method, and in a dem- 
onstration mechanics cleaned out a dirty cooling 
system in less than 15 minutes. By conventional 
means, the same job would take 30 minutes and 
require a pit or hoist to get at cylinder block drain 
plugs. 


How to use new method, Open radiator drain 
cock, usually readily accessible on the bottom tank. 
Then remove the thermostat housing and thermo- 
stat. Replace the housing on cylinder head, but 
leave out the thermostat—which would block flow 
of cold water through the engine. Remove upper 
radiator hose from the radiator header tank and 
plug upper radiator neck with a cork or rubber 
stopper. Now make sure heater valve is open so 
water can flow through heater system. Close radia- 
tor drain cock and remove the filler cap. A hose in 
the radiator filler neck sends stream of water 
through top tank, down through core, up through 
engine and heater passages, out through discon- 
nected top hose. Prop hose so water does not short 
out the ignition wiring. In about five minutes water 
flowing from open end of top hose runs completely 
clear. 

To complete the job, remove stopper from the 
radiator neck and reconnect the top hose. Then add 
antifreeze or rust inhibitor according to season or 
fleet policy. 


One thing to watch when using this cleanout 
technique—amultiple thermostats. Some Ford en- 
gines have more than one. When using this sys- 
tem, all thermostats must be removed because it 
employs cold water. 


Special advantage for fleets using this new 
method is speed. With it one man can drain and 
clean out a number of vehicle cooling systems. 
What’s more, he can do the job right without hav- 
ing to get under each vehicle and fight with rusted- 
shut drain plugs, always running the risk of break- 
ing or cross-threading a plug. A truck with a 
missing or leaking drain plug is just as useless as 
one without wheels. Left alone, even solidly rusted 
plugs can cause no trouble.

Ahead for Compacts 


MANY STATES ARE showing concern over the loss of 
fuel tax and registration fee revenue caused by the 

flux of small cars. New York State estimates its 
loss at $3-million a year. Sun Oil’s Frederick B. 
Hufnagel. Jr.. recently told the American Gasoline 
lax Conference the shift to compacts may mean a 
considerable drop in gasoline consumption—by 
1965 about 33-million gallons less than anticipated 
by oil industry economists. 

This could cost as much as $330-million in state 
ind federal revenues, and the result might well be 

increase in fuel taxes and license fees.

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WHY GOOD OIL NEEDS GOOD FILTRATION 


The best way to make sure you get premium protection 
from premium lubricants is to use a clean oil filter. 


The new modern detergent oils will do things for your 
engines that a straight mineral oil would never dream 
of, but they’re not a cure-all, and they can't handle 
the whole job on their own. That’s why it’s more impor- 
tant than ever that you back up a premium-grade crank- 
case oil with a good clean oil filter. 

Modern oil filters do a fine job — so good, in fact, 
that they sometimes get neglected. But take a good look 
inside a filter, see what it does and what it doesn’t do, 
and you'll see that you can’t afford to neglect the filter 
if you expect to get top performance from your oil. 


What does a filter do best? 


Filters do their best work handling the medium-sized 
bits of contaminants that build up inside an engine. These 
particles get trapped pretty quickly, because the oil in 
an average engine circulates completely once every thirty 
seconds — a total flow of about 800 gallons an hour. 

We mentioned the medium-sized dirt; but what about 
the other sizes? The heavy stuff takes care of itself — 
falls to the bottom of the crankcase and stays there until 
the oil is drained. But the finest particles are smaller than 
the pores in even the very best oil filter, so they go right 
through as if the filter wasn’t there. Eventually these 
particles meet other particles, stick together, and then 
you've got sludge. Sludge sticks to odd corners of the 
engine and doesn’t even get to the filter, so you’ve got 
a problem 


Enter detergent-dispersive oil 

Detergent-dispersive oils, like Texaco Havoline or Ursa 
Oils, are specifically designed to keep these particles 
from sticking together, to separate the ones that have, 
and to keep the particles trapped within the oil stream. 
These carbon particles are so small that even a very thin 
oil film, like the one inside a loaded bearing, is still thick 
enough to cover the particles completely and keep them 
from scratching engine surfaces. The only way to get rid 
of these particles is to drain the oil. 

But additives can do just so much, and if the filter 
isn’t clean enough to do its share, the oil gets more 
work than it can handle. By neglecting the filter, you’re 
simply not letting the oil do the job it does best. 


It takes two to handle corrosion 

Another vitally important job that the oil and the oil 
filter share between them is preventing corrosion from 
acid and water. All engines produce some moisture and 
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acid as they burn fuel. A good filter in good condition 
can handle some of this water and acid, but only for 
a comparatively short period. After that, it’s up to the 
oil, which is why premium Texaco motor oils contain 
acid-neutralizing chemicals. 

By-pass or full-flow? 

A full flow filter, as you can see in the diagram, filters 
all the oil every time around; a by-pass type filters only 
a part of it. Both types have a relief valve that measures 
the amount of pressure it takes to push oil through the 
filter element. The dirtier the filter, the more pressure is 
required. When the filter element is clogged, the valve 


opens and the oil goes through without being filtered 
at all. 


What's the answer? 

The best answer will be the one you get from your 
Texaco Lubrication Engineer, and it’s best to consult him 
because the ideal filter-change interval depends impor- 
tantly on the type of service. In particularly severe 
service, for instance, a filter change every time you 
change the oil may be a good idea. But it will pay you 
to find out exactly when to-change filters, and to stick 
to the system recommended to you, because the most 
economical lubricant is the best lubricant, and you get 
the best performance when it’s filtered.

een ~ The speedometer is another one of those 
places where too much lubrication is as 
bad as too little. If the speedometer cable 
has been greased too heavily, the grease 
will eventually be forced up into the 
speedometer head, and gum up the works. 

If you’re having this trouble, the first 
step is to get rid of the excess grease. Pull 
the cable out of the casing, wash it with 
kerosine or other suitable solvent, and 
dry it thoroughly. Incidentally, if you 
spot any kinks or frayed ends, you'd bet- 
ter replace the cable. 

If the old cable is still sound, relubricate 
it sparingly following this procedure: 
place a small amount (about a teaspoon- 
ful) of Multifak 2 in the palm of one 
hand, and insert the end of the cable into 
the conduit housing. Spread a light film 
of lubricant on the cable as you push it 
into the housing, taking care not to get 
any grit or dirt on the cable or the lubri- 
cant. When you reach the halfway point, 
stop lubricating. Leave the rest of the 
cable dry; otherwise, the excess lubricant 
will eventually get into the speedometer 
head again. 
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OIL IN COOLANT IS CLUE TO 
LEAKY CYLINDER HEAD GASKET 


A few drops of oil floating around in the water in your radiator used 
to mean, at worst, that you had over-lubricated the water pump. But 
these days most water pumps are permanently lubricated, and if you 
do spot oil in the coolant, you may be in on an early symptom of a 
leaky cylinder-head gasket. The oil in the coolant is oil that has been 
forced past the leaky gasket by engine compression. The same leaky 
spot can also allow water to get into the cylinder, and then into the oil, 
which can lead to a corrosion problem in time. Moral: oil in the 
radiator is your tip-off that it’s time to run a compression test. 











CHANGE THE DIFFERENTIAL LUBE, 
SAVE THE BEARINGS 


It’s vitally important, on new trucks, to make the first change of 
the differential lubricant promptly at the mileage recommended 
by the manufacturer. By that time, the factory-installed lubricant 
may be highly abrasive, because of minute particles of metal worn 
off the gears during break-in. If you don’t change the lubricant 
you'll get very rapid wear of differential gears and bearings. 

One of the most likely spots for this wear to show up is on the 
thrust area at the ends of the anti-friction bearing rollers. You'll 
know it’s worn if you see that the recessed area in the center of the 
roller ends has disappeared. If roll-end wear persists long enough 
without correction, pinion and ring gears get noisy. When it comes 
to that, your only option is to replace the bearing. Moral: whatever 
you do, don’t stretch lube intervals, especially on new vehicles.

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out any trouble. The engine will run fine until you get to, 
say, 10 mph in first, 20 mph in second or 40 in third gear, 
and then it simply won’t go any faster, even if you push 
the pedal to the floor. (The speed at which your car “flattens 
out” this way will vary depending on how fast the engine 
runs in each gear.) 

If any of your trucks have these symptoms, check first to 
see if there are any obstructions in the tail-pipe or muffler. 
If the pipe is kinked or bent, or the end of it clogged with a 
wad of dirt, the resultant back pressure will keep the engine 
from revving up beyond a certain point. A clogged muffler 
will create the same effect, in which case the best solution 
is simply to replace the muffler.

One of the minor mysteries that occasionally crop up in 
gasoline-engined trucks and fleet-cars is a sudden inability 
to achieve the speed and acceleration you used to get with- 





Dear Al, 


One of our vehicles has a starting prob- 
lem. Even with the choke pulled all the 
way out, it won't start, no matter how 
long I crank the engine. But when I 
remove the air cleaner and put my hand 
over the air horn, it starts up right 
away. I changed the fuel pump and car- 
buretor, and recharged the battery, but 
the car still won't start unless I go 
through the routine I just described. 
What’s wrong? 


E. Z., North Tonawanda, N. Y. 


The fact that the engine starts when 
you take off the air cleaner and cover 
the air horn with your hand proves 
that the trouble is in the manual choke 
— probably the butterfly valve isn't 
closing properly. Next time you have 
the air cleaner off, pull the choke all 
the way out and look at the valve to see 
that it’s closed. 


If it doesn’t close tight, several things 
could be causing it. Maybe the air horn 
itself is distorted, so there isn’t room 
for the valve to close all the way; or 


maybe the choke lever is simply hitting 
something that prevents full movement. 
Also check to see that the clamp screw 
on the choke lever isn't slipping. If 
none of these checks solve your prob- 
lem, you'll probably have to loosen the 
choke lever clamp screw, shorten up on 
the bowden wire until the valve closes 
completely, then re-tighten. In this case 
it’s better to shorten too much than too 
little. Another possibility to check at 
the same time is a broken spring or 
bent stem on the small auxiliary air 
valve in the choke butterfly, which 
would allow the valve to stay open all 
the time. 


Dear Al, 

I have a problem with a panel delivery 
truck that makes its oi] very black very 
soon after changing. I know a detergent 
oil gets dark because it picks up carbon, 
but this looks to me like an extreme 
case. I've tried changing the filter with 
every oil change, but after a thousand 
miles of travel the oil is black and 
gummy again. I'd like to know how dark 
is too dark for engine oil, and how I can 
correct this situation if it’s really a bad 
one. 


E. A. M., Lemon Grove, Cal. 


An engine will darken its oil very quickly 
if it’s making fuel carbon faster than oil 
drains can remove it. Changing the 
filter won't slow down the darkening 
very much because the carbon particles 
that make the dark appearance will 
pass right through any filter. 


The only reliable way to find out 
whether an oil is so dark that it’s harm- 
ful is with chemical testing, which costs 
a lot more than an oil change does. If 
the engine is functioning properly, your 
best solution would simply be to change 
the oil more often than every thousand 
miles. But there are several small adjust- 
ments you can make that will pre- 
vent your truck from making excessive 
amounts of fuel soot. 


For example, you'll get a lot of fuel soot 
if the automatic choke isn’t working, if 
it sticks or binds, or if it’s adjusted 
too rich. You'll get the same problem 
if the cooling system thermostat is de- 
fective; if the manifold heat control 
valve binds or is stuck in the open posi- 
tion; if low-speed carburetor settings 
are too rich; if the intake valve on the 
carburetor float bowl leaks; if the car- 
buretor air-filter is clogged; or if the 
piston rings are worn prematurely or 
are inadequately broken in. You can 
spot this last problem if you’re getting 
poor oil economy along with the dark- 
ening. It’s also worth noting, in this 
connection, that idling an engine for 
more than five minutes at a time will 
darken the oil prematurely, even if, 
everything else is perfectly adjusted.

(more than one or two rebounds) it probably needs new 
shocks. A hollow clunk from the front end is another 
symptom you should check out. Uneven tire wear, par- 
ticularly on the outside edges of the tires, is another 
clue that it’s probably time to replace shock absorhers.

SAE attracted 25,800 engineers to Detroit’s 
new Cobo Hall. They represented 16 technical 
societies from 11 foreign countries who came to 
the SAE International Congress and Exposition last 
month. This was 40% ahead of the pre-congress 
goal of 15,000 registrations. Result: Cobo Hall has 
been engaged for annual SAE meetings through 
1975. 

One thing was evident—the effort by automotive 
companies and suppliers to hold special non-SAE- 
scheduled sessions for certain segments of the 
engineering profession. Example, Detroit Diesel 
held an informal session restricted to trucking 
company engineers. During the session the trucking 
engineer in the operating field had an excellent 
opportunity to let his hair down with top engineer- 
ing brass of Detroit Diesel. He wasn’t exposed to 
open-forum disclosure of problems his fleet might 
be having. 


Outgrowth: hint of glued cars. At exhibit 
booths and from special press conferences came 
such predictions as: hints that steel cars might be 
glued together; Detroit should consider glass fiber 
to make a station wagon that can be instantly 
converted into panel or pickup truck; magnesium 
may be used more in cars; there will be aluminum 
bumpers, wheels, radiators, rear axle housings and 
more aluminum engines; and thermoplastics such 
as du Pont’s Delrin and Dow’s ABS resin will see 
greater use. Borg-Warner even exhibited a full- 
scale cutaway of a car with an interior made almost 
entirely of a new heat-resistant thermoplastic. 

Minnesota Mining and Manufacturing Co. showed 
new epoxy adhesives which might lead to automo- 
bile doors of honeycomb sandwich construction. 
These new adhesives already are used as a weld 
substitute and could replace solder. 

This year’s SAE provided a better over-all pic- 
ture of what’s going on in the way of progress and 
new developments upcoming than any previous one. 
If this objective is retained, then the SAE meeting 
will become a must for anyone who wants to get a 
“wide-screen” view of what’s going on. 


Use of magnesium in vehicles will increase along 
a pattern set in recent years by aluminum, believes 
Dow Chemical. Robert Pittsley, sales manager in 
Detroit, feels that magnesium’s lighter weight, bet- 
ter machinability and adaptability to automation, 
give it a good chance to grow even faster than 
aluminum. The intimation is that as demand grows, 
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cost (29.35¢ per lb) will eventually catch up with 
that of aluminum (23¢ a lb), and at that point its 
weight and production advantages can forge ahead. 
Dow says it can turn out 100 million pounds a 
year now and capacity can be doubled as “the need 
arises.” : 


The aluminum industry wasn’t to be cut short. 
ALCOA sales vice president Robert B. McKee 
predicted that 1961 is the year the “aluminum 
snowball will really begin to roll.” He expects that 
the average of 63 lb of aluminum now used per 
car will be doubled by 1965. He expects the first 
aluminum axle housing to be on a 1963 model car, 
with universal use by 1965. Also, expanded use of 
the transaxle where the transmission straddles the 
differential is expected to increase demand. Alumi- 
num radiators have already had service test in 
Chevrolet’s Corvette. 


Stainless steel also had its day at the SAE meet- 
ing. Ford revealed that it will soon start using 
more than 50% stainless steel in critical muffler 
areas on its Thunderbirds. Production planners 
believe these mufflers will last three times as long as 
the standard mufflers on today’s cars. Allegheny 
Ludlum contends mufflers are being knocked out at 
the rate of 25-million a year—with an annual re- 
placement bill ranging from $290- to $500-million a 
year for car owners. 

Vehicle buyers are almost certain to get better 
mufflers in years to come—mufflers to last longer 
and reduce that segment of the maintenance bill. 
This will be true whether its via the stainless steel 
or the ceramic-coated route. 


SAE visitors saw future vehicles that caused many 
double-takes. For example: 

One key word is “magnetohydrodynamics.” Dr. 
M. C. Gourdine of Plasmadyne Corp., Santa Ana, 
Calif., breaks this word down as a possible car of 
the future—minus transmission, clutch, differential, 
ignition system and brakes. Simply expressed, he 
means a motor-generator system operating on gaso- 
line with individual drive for each of the four 
wheels. Braking would be by reducing fuel until 
the role of the motor-generator reverses, or by flip- 
ping a switch and throwing the drive into reverse. 
Dr. Gourdine admits there are “some engineering 
problems” involved—which may be the understate- 
ment of the SAE congress. At this point, advantages 
are mostly theoretical so magnetohydrodynamics 
probably has a long rocky road ahead.

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GIL’'S CORNER 


Alternating-current generators are playing an 
important part in the improvement of fleet electri- 
cal systems. Originally they were introduced on the 
1960 Valiant and racked-up a gratifying perform- 
ance record. So much so, that Chrysler Corporation 
has installed them as standard equipment on their 
1961 line of automobiles and trucks. Unlike its 
sister, the generator, a principal advantage of an 
alternator is to charge the battery at engine idling 
speed, From this constant charge, deep cycling, 
which causes a serious drain and shortens battery 
life, is eliminated. 

Alternators are not new and have been installed 
for a long time as optional equipment on taxi-cabs, 
police vehicles and trucks, when a lot of juice was 
needed for increased electrical load. But their ex- 
treme bulk, plus high cost ($200 and up, installed) 
kept them out of reach of many operators, except 
when they were absolutely necessary for fleet per- 
formance. Here’s why alternators give longer bat- 
tery life, surer starts and lower maintenance costs:

Expected brush (low amps at the slip rings) and 
bearing life for the alternator are two to three times 
that of a generator. 

All this could not have been accomplished with- 
out the tiny silicon diode that is so vital to aircraft 
and missile industries. It is no bigger than a stack 
of eight dimes (44” by %@”) and six of these diodes 
are mounted in the die-cast aluminum end housing 
of the alternator. Think of this electronic device as 
a one-way valve that permits current to flow in one 
direction but resists the flow in the opposite direc- 
tion, and you have the principle of rectification or 
correcting AC to DC. What a difference between 
a diode and the selenium rectifier formally used. 
This device was awkward to mount and had to be 
placed somewhere in the airstream for cooling. It 
also required 90 cubic inches of space. Not to men- 
tion its cost. 

Before we sing “Hallelujah”, there’s a word of 
caution to all mechanics, service station personnel 
or anyone who might have occasion to work with 
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Gil Putnam 


an alternator-equipped car or truck. Reversing the 
polarity on an alternator system will immediately 
burn out the wiring harness and may possibly 
damage the alternator. It is imperative to give 
proper instruction and to use extreme caution (we 
repeat: extreme caution) when installing a battery, 
attaching a fast battery charger or using a booster 
to start. Here are instructions from Chrysler Corp. 
engineers. 


e Battery Installation 

Make certain, before securing connectors, that 
negative cable is mated to negative post and posi- 
tive cable is mated to positive post. 


e Fast Charger 

Both of the battery cables must be disconnected 
from the battery before connecting the fast charger. 
Never use a fast charger as a booster to provide 
starting voltage. 


e Booster Battery 

When it is necessary to use a booster battery, 
the negative lead of the booster battery must be 
connected to the negative terminal of the vehicle 
battery and the positive lead to the positive termi- 
nal of the vehicle battery. In other words connect 
batteries in parallel and not in series. All switches 
to accessories and main switch must be in the 
“off” position before hooking up a booster battery. 

There is an old saying. “We are all ignorant but 
on different subjects.” Let’s not be ignorant on this 
one. We've got a good thing in alternators. Let’s 
keep it going. 
P.S. Why not put a tag on the battery cable reading 
—*“This is an alternator-equipped engine. Check 
polarity before attaching jumper cables or replacing 
battery.” 


Are you wise to an old trick to establish correct 
polarity of an ignition system, when you don’t have 
an ignition analyzer? It’s simple, and all you need 
is an ordinary wooden lead pencil. All you have 
to do is make sure at least 4” of the pencil lead is 
exposed. Set the engine for a fast idle and remove 
any convenient spark plug cable. Then hold the 
cable near the engine block or manifold and insert 
the pencil in the air-gap. Move the cable and pen- 
cil close enough to draw a spark through the pen- 
cil point. If the spark jumps toward the engine, the 
polarity is correct. And remember that an ignition 
coil improperly connected can cause a great amount 
of trouble to the performance of an engine.

Snappish, defiant Teamster president James 
R. Hoffa has tangled with Senate McClellan com- 
mittee investigators in another round of hearings 
of his handling of the 1.7-million member trucking 
union. The hearings center on charges that the 
Detroit labor leader—who has served as provision- 
al president of the IBT since 1958—has failed to 
eliminate corrupt elements in the union and, in 
fact, has sided with them to circumvent investiga- 
tions by court-appointed Teamster monitors. 


@ Former monitor board chairman Martin F. 
O’Donoghue says Hoffa has “neither the inclination 
nor the ability” to clean up the Teamsters. Par- 
ticularly, he accuses Hoffa of a “sham” investiga- 
tion of IBT Local 107 in Philadelphia and its 
secretary-treasurer Ray Cohen, charged with the 
misuse of more than $50,000 in Teamster funds. 
Also, that Hoffa appointed Teamster officers after 
their conviction on embezzlement charges. “I’ve 
always said,” O'Donoghue tells the McClellan com- 
mittee, “that a man has to have fire in his belly 
to clean up the Teamsters. And he (Hoffa) hasn’t 
got it. 


@ Sen. John L. McClellan, chairman of the Senate 
Permanent Investigating Subcommittee, accuses 
Hoffa of condoning extortion from businessmen on 
the part of Teamster Local 239 officials, Bernard 
Stein and Mack Tane. Specifically, he charges 
Hoffa “was aware” this local was run by a New 
York hoodlum, Tony “Ducks” Corallo. Being a 
convicted criminal in the Teamsters, says McClel- 
lan, is a “badge of honor. Members who have been 
convicted of crimes are rewarded and promoted to 
high office. This seems to be Mr. Hoffa’s pattern.” 


@ Teamster chief Hoffa bristled at the charges, 
with the claim that he has done a better job pro- 
tecting his union members than any other labor 
leader “in the country.” He accuses the McClellan 
committee of “castigating us so you can get a head- 
line,” and says, “I know of no Teamster official 
who is in violation of the Landrum-Griffin Act.” 
Hoffa challenges the Committee’s right to investi- 
gate the Teamsters because it has “no legislative 
purpose.” The Teamster president, who had pre- 
viously considered invoking the Fifth Amendment, 
told the Committee: “I’m a fool for coming here 
trying to give this Committee information.” 
Hanging over McClellan Committee investiga- 
tions is this critical issue: Whether Hoffa can 
succeed in calling a new convention of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters by mid-summer. 
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O'Donoghue and the Committee hope to forestall 
this move, which would enable the Teamster presi- 
dent to call a new election of officers and take over 
the union as permanent president, dropping the 
“provisional” title he must carry while he serves 
under court order. If Hoffa succeeds, his opponents 
believe it will be much more difficult to remove 
him from that office. 


A new master labor agreement covering some 
200,000 mid-western truck drivers will be pushed 
by IBT leaders throughout the country. The settle- 
ment, negotiated in heated bargaining sessions be- 
tween IBT president Hoffa and representatives of 
more than 7000 trucking companies, sets up a new 
three-year contract providing 28 to 32-cent pay 
boosts, plus welfare and pension fund hikes. 

A key contract clause in the mid-west agree- 
ments: The carriers agreed Teamster members will 
not be penalized if they refuse to cross the picket 
line of another union or to handle goods of a man- 
ufacturer involved in a dispute. The union aim: to 
circumvent new Landrum-Griffin Act restrictions 
on “hot cargo” secondary boycotts and picketing. 
Also, in a new pattern to control automation affect- 
ing the trucking industry, the parties named a 
committee to work out a plan by which truck union 
members will receive special payments where trucks 
are hauled by ship, plane or train. 


An assessment on piggyback shipments might 
face tough legal tests. Such an assessment might 
be a possible antitrust violation if it put the truck- 
ers’ union in the position of forcing a competing 
carrier to contribute to its welfare fund. 

The assessment could be illegal on grounds that 
imposition of such a surtax by a private body 
might be construed as usurpingafthe Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s prerogatives. 


Labor Secretary Goldberg has applied the re- 
form provisions of the Landrum-Griffin Law is his 
first move against alleged labor corruption. Gold- 
berg quickly invoked the investigation procedures 
of L-G on learning of a proposed settlement pact 
between the Bakery Workers Union and its presi- 
dent, James Cross, who agreed to step out of office 
if he receives $250,000 to “liquidate” his pension 
rights. Goldberg wants to determine whether union 
members’ rights are violated by the Cross plan. 
As the former counsel of theAFL-CIO Ethical Prac- 
tices Committee, Goldberg prosecuted Cross in the 
Federation’s expulsion move against him.

Laxity in managerial practices gets a stinging 
indictment from Virgil K. Rowland in his book 
Managerial Performance Standards. In it he 
appraises standards for management in busi- 
ness and industry. It’s a pioneering approach to 
defining the process of setting management 
standards. The book is published by American 
Management Association, 1515 Broadway, New 
York 36, N.Y. 

In his book, Rowland, who is assistant to the 
president, The Detroit Edison Co., uses trans- 
scripts of company meetings to illustrate both 
the methods and the difficulties of management 
improvement. He contends U.S. businesses need 
improved management and standards, and says, 
“At no time in the history of American industry 
has there been such a willingness to ship out 
inferior products . .. at no time has top man- 
agement had to devote so much time to customer 
complaints . . . never before have employees 
been so lackadaisical . . . at no time have first- 
level supervisors been so lax in directing em- 
ployees as most of them are now. The super- 
visors blame this on union contracts . . . and 
management accepts the excuse.” 

He also points out, “Important man-boss re- 
lationships continue to be a weak link in com- 
munication channels of many companies today 

. this weak link can be strengthened .. . 
managerial skills can be improved.” 

Rowland has written widely in business, in- 
dustrial and academic journals. He has also lec- 
tured before professional and university groups 
here and abroad, and assisted government agen- 
cies with their management development prob- 
lems. 

Purpose of his book is to stimulate better 
management, not good human relations for its 
own sake. Through use of actual transcripts, 
the author spells out a step-by-step plan to im- 
prove relationships between managers and sub- 
ordinates. This 192-page volume may supply 
answers to personnel problems. Cost of the book 


is $5.25. 


Getting youth interested in automotive service 
fields as a profession is the point of a new 
campaign launched recently by Edwin R. Stroh, 
vice president, Electric Autolite Co. He advo- 
cates a massive program to recruit and train 
an immediately needed quarter of a million men 
in that field.

“We must organize a 
complete program, hit every channel of com- 
munication and influence to stimulate interest 
in automotive mechanics as the fine career it 
represents for enterprising young people.”

Minimum speed limit of 40 miles an hour has 
been established on the Northern Indiana Toll 
Road. The new regulation reads: “No person shall 
drive . . . at such a low speed as to impede or block 
the normal and reasonable movement of traffic or 
at a speed lower than 40 miles per hour on the 
traffic lanes of the Toll Road, except when a re- 
duced speed is necessary for safe operation or 
when ordered to do so by a police officer.” A pre- 
vious regulation simply prohibited traffic from 
traveling at an unreasonably low speed. 


Helicopters will help snowfighters on the 
N. Y. Thruway this winter. Determined to keep the 
highway operating normally regardless of weather, 
the Authority has lined up “snowmobiles” and 
helicopters to be borrowed or rented during an 
emergency. Snow fighters will be equipped with 
bear-paw snow shoes, and jumper cables to start 
cars with drained batteries. And the Authority has 
purchased 1000 cots plus an equal number of paper- 
fiber throwaway blankets. 


Use of aluminum in 1961 cars comes to 62.8 
lb—a jump of 15% over last year.

Shoe Size Variations 

In recent years, design variations in 
brake shoes have been so frequent 
is to make impossible any general 
rule for selecting rivet sizes. Fabri- 
cated steel shoes, for example, are 
lighter and thinner than cast iron 
or aluminum shoes. But they may 
also be reinforced in certain areas, 
with the result that the rivets for 
any shoe have to be of different 
lengths. It is obviously necessary to 
know the lining thickness, shoe 
thickness, and diameter of rivet 
holes in order to select the rivet. 


Rivet Size 


A rivet is made with the bottom 
portion of the shank hollow. Select 
a rivet of such a length that the 
end of the solid section coincides 
with the inner edge of the metal 
shoe, only the hollow section pro- 
truding. Selecting too long a rivet 
means that the roll or clinch will 
fail to clamp the lining tightly to 
the shoe, causing brake squeal, 
chatter or erratic performance. Use 
of too short a rivet also results in 
a loose, but deceptively tight look- 
ing lining.

Information on selecting proper 
rivet size is shown in the table. For 
each rivet a hole size is recom- 
mended, usually 1/64 in. more than 
the diameter of the shank. This 
allows only sufficient clearance for 
the rivet to go in easily. Shank size 
and head diameter should be care- 
fully checked. Always use the largest 
diameter shank possible. 


Rivet sets or clinching tools 


These tools come in sets for rolling 
the various rivet sizes. Be sure to 
use the one that corresponds with 
the particular rivet size. Too big a 
set will leave the roll uncompleted — 
wedge-shaped or tapered, incapable 
of holding the lining tightly to the 
shoe. 


When applying the lining, start 
riveting at the middle pair of rivet 
holes, alternating between sides and 
working out toward the ends. A 
clamp should be used between each 
pair of rivets. 


Rivet setters are supplied in two 
styles—roll sets and star sets. The 
star sets are designed for riveting 





clutch facings—should never be 
used for riveting brake linings. 


Note 


Rivet sizes are specified by a com- 
bination of two numerals. The first 
numeral gives the head and shank 
diameters, the second numeral shows 
the length of shank in sixteenths of 
an inch. 


Example—7-10 rivet has a ¥% in. 
head, ¥%6 in. diameter shank, and is 
10/16 in. or Ym in. long.

Grade-crossing accidents .. . 


. get special attention in American Trucking Assns. 
safety letter for February. Approximately one out of five 
of these accidents involve trucks, says ATA. Slow ac- 
celeration makes trucks specially vulnerable—the danger 
being greatest where the driver has substantially re- 
duced his speed or stopped for a grade crossing. A fast 
train that may be a half-mile or more away can easily 
reach a crossing before a truck can get clear. So a train, 
says the monthly safety letter, “is one thing a smart 
driver always yields the right-of-way to.” The letter 
urges fleetmen to: 

e Instruct all drivers to approach railroad crossings 
with the expectation that a train is coming—and to 
select the right transmission gear to get across the grade 
without shifting. Drivers should also remember, the 
more tracks the more trains. 

e Survey grade crossings used frequently, with par- 
ticular emphasis on temporary and permanent visual 
obstructions.

Sustained Prosperity in 1961 


Something new and very constructive is happening 
in American industry. It promises to add a major 
element of strength to business not only in 1961 but 
right along over the years ahead, 

What is happening is essentially this. American in- 
dustry is planning to continue to invest heavily 
in new and better producing facilities in spite 
of the fact that it has an excess of capacity to 
produce its present range of products. And, by 
doing so, business is helping to shape a stronger 
American economy.

ing capacity stall its investment in new facilities 
until the capacity is more fully used. One is that 
a lot of this capacity is obsolete and costly to 
operate. Increasingly rugged competition is creating

“R And D”’ Paves The Way 

The steel industry provides a good case in point. 
Despite an operating rate of little more than 50 per 
cent during the last six months, steel companies plan 
a total investment of nearly $1.4 billion in 1961. And 
though this is 10 per cent below their capital expendi- 
tures in 1960, it will still be the third highest year on 
record.

Also, new investment is required to tool up 
for the manufacture of the new products being 
spawned by the continuing boom in industrial 
research and development. This year, we are 
spending about $13 billion (that’s billion) for all re- 
search and development, about $9.6 billion of it 
through industry.* And out of it is coming the “know- 
how” for a veritable flood of new products, processes 
and equipment, most all of these calling for new pro- 
ducing equipment. Next year, American manufacturers 
plan to get 12 per cent of their sales in products that 


did not even exist four years ago. 


Key Role Of Depreciation Reserves 

A major reason why American industry can 
combine the desire to carry out big new invest- 
ment programs with the necessary financial ca- 
pacity to do it is to be found in the growth of its 
reserves for depreciation. This year, (1960), busi- 
ness has been in a squeeze between costs and the prices 
it could get for its products, This cost-price squeeze 
has reduced profits sharply. The total of profits for the 
year will be down about 5 per cent. 

Allowances for the depreciation of existing plant 
and equipment, however, have continued to rise. The 
result is that the so-called cash flow of corporations 
(their retained profits plus their allowances for depre- 
ciation) is the same this year as last. And this cash 
flow, shown in the chart above, makes a decisive con- 
tribution to financing new investment. 


Inflation Would Be Deadly 
If the sort of profit squeeze that has prevailed this 
year were to become chronic, it would blight both the 


countries with which we are in increasingly tough 
competition, More adequate allowances would speed 
up the job of modernizing American industry. An 
earlier McGraw-Hill survey indicated that it would 
cost only slightly less than $100 billion to bring our 


nation’s plant and equipment up to date. 


But at this juncture, American industry’s 
eagerness and capacity to maintain a high level 
of investment capital is adding a great new ele- 
ment of constructive strength to the nation’s 
economy.
